Berlin, March 13—The overthrow of 
the Ebert government was announce ! 
in a proclamation issued at IO o’clock 
this morning after troops from the 
suburbs hail entered Berlin and occu­ 
pied the Whilhelmstrasse. Up to that 
hour the movement had proved a 
peaceful one; no disorders developed. 
The proclamation declared that the 
entire authority of the state had pass­ 
ed into the hands of General Direc­ 
tor Kapp as imjierial chancellor, ami 
premier of Prussia. 
The proclamation was issued over 
the signature of Imperial Chancellor 
Kapp saying the mandate of the na­ 
tional assembly to enate a constitu­ 
tion and provide peace has expired 
and declared the national 
assembly 
dissolved. 
It adds: 
“As soon as internal order has been 
restored peace shall 
return to consti­ 
tutional conditions and prescribed new 
elections.” 
It was announced 
that General 
Baron von Leuttwitz had been 
ap­ 
pointed commander-in-chief of 
the 
military by the chancellor and that a 
new government “of order, freedom 
and action” was being formed. 
At IO o’clock the city was still pre­ 
serving for the moment its usual as­ 
pect. 
Carriages, taxi-cabs and street 
cars were in movement as though 
nothing had happened. 
There 
was 
change 
in the appearance of I nter 
de Linden except for the presence of 
a considerable body of troops 
at 
Brandenburg Gate, 
the Adlin 
Hotel 
and the corner of I nter den Linden 
and the Whilhelmstrasse. 
The proclamation appeared at 
this 
corner at IO o’clock 
in the morning. 
A mounted soldier 
fully armed 
and 
helmeted rode up and handed the pro­ 
clamation to a small group of people. 
They flocked around him while the do­ 
cument was read. 
The proclamation 
was later read on street corners 
in 
various parts of the city-. 
President Ebert 
meanwhile accom­ 
panied by his wife had left the city.
